Walker, placed in charge of the 
division of applications and infor- 
mation, pressed preparation of ap- 
plication forms and met hundreds 
of preliminary inquiries. 

Ickes, chairman of the works al- 
lotment board set up to give the 
President final advice on where 
and how the money should be spent, 
moved to start $100,000,000 of pub- 
lic works proposals through the 
mill, 

Hopkins prepared to. set 
works progress division to 
construction, exercise supervision 
over projects carried on by differ- 
ent agencies, see that employes are 
taken from relief rolls and fix 
waves to be paid in different sec- 
tions of the country. 

As they left a four-hour discus- 
gion at the White House last night, 
neither Hopkins nor others would 
disclose muc of what had oc- 
curred.

EXPERT SAYS DUST STORMS 
HAVE NOT RUINED THE LAND 


Reports Soil Removed From Most 
Fields Is Less Than That 
Lost by Water Erosion. 

By the Associated Press. 
MANHATTAN, Kan., April 27.— 
Great plains dust storms have not 
ruined the land for crops, Prof. R. 
I. Throckmorton, head of the Ag- 
ronomy Department of Kansas 
State College, said today. The Pro- 
fessor, who has been gathering data 
on the extent of wind erosion in 
the drouth country, said soils had 
been permanently reduced in pro- 
ductivity only in local sandy reg- 
ions and the more exposed spots. 
“In the remainder of this. vast 
territory,” he continued, “the act- 
ual removal of Soil from fields has 
been very slight. 
“The total amount of soil that 
s been removed from most fields 
is less than the amount that is fre- 
quently removed by water erosion 
from some of the rolling to sloping 
cultivated fields farther east during 
one heavy rain storm.”

That was because 
up to then there were no metals suffi- 
ciently strong, reliable, and workable from 
which to produce power plants weighing 
only about 20 pounds per horsepower. Weld- 
ed allovs Cromansil (chromium-manga- 
nese-silicon), for example—solved this 
problem in the case of the Zephyr. The 
entire front-end car. frame, which also is 
the engine bed, is made of one piece, giv- 
ing unprecedented strength and sturdiness 
at the point where most needed. 

Simultaneously it was found that stain- 
less steel could be welded successfully by 
an electric process that would not destroy 
its two vital and outstanding qualities, re- 
sistance -to corrosion and very. great 
Strength. “Shotweld” is the name for this 
method of fabrication and it is not too 
much to say that it has broadened the use 
of stainless steel from the restricted limits 
of cutlery, dental and surgical tools. and 
so forth, to that of a superlative structural 
material. 

In order to build a truly lightweight 
structure without sacrifice of strength or 
safety, it is necessary that the materials 
used shall be so placed in the design and 
so fabricated as to utilize their full ea- 
pabilities, and to do this it is imperative 
that they shall remain permanently as they 
were when new--they must not rust or 
corrode,

Thus it was only recently that there 
were made available the right internal com- 
bustion engine for propulsion and also a 
material which would at once five strength, 
dependability, and the essential] lightness 
of weight for the cars. All of this is an 
explanation of the alleged backwardness of 
railway managements. 

To the metallurgists should g0 a large 
part of the credit for making possible these 
new developments, although the fine pro- 
perties of stainless steel had been known 
for several years. Now other alleys are 
being evolved, and in view of what has 
been done and the manufacturers’ aware- 
ness of the demand for still further means 
of reducing the weight of railway equip- 
ment and structures, it seems safe to pre- 
dict that metallurgists will continue to per- 
form: what once would have been hailed 
as miracles. 

The dominant spirit of present-day rail- 
roading is speed. The changes from the 
old order have been wrought by various 
forces and circumstances, some economic, 
some competitive, and some perhaps mis- 
guided, Highway competition—that is, 
trucks—has compelled some of the high- 
speed movement of railroad freight, but not 
ell of it. Competition among the nailroads 
themselves, and some doubt as to the im- 
portance of handling very large trains, have 
brought about a reduction in the tonnage 
handled, especially where Speed has con- 
trolied. 

AS this is being written, the arbitrary 
limitation of train lengths by legislation 
is being urged in almost every state and 
in the Congress. This, and the companion 
measure to increase arbitrarily the number 
of trainmen, would increase the cost of 
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Burlington Railroad, in the Atlantic Monthly. 


transportation substantially. Whether the 
orthodox theory that heavy-tonnage trains 
are essential to railroad success or the 
idea that trains should be made smaller 
shall prevail, there is no doubt about the 
importance of having the cars as light as 
possible, because in any case the lighter 
the cars, the greater the percentage of the 
gross load behind the locomotive that will 
be “pay” load. 


Enough is known to warrant some sug- 
gestions as to the future. While perhaps 
only a small percentage of the total travel 
on the highways can be recaptured by the 
railways, some of it can be persuaded to 
go on fast, comfortable, modern trains, par- 
ticularly for daylight trips up to 400 or 500 
miles. For such trains, the Diesel electric 
power plants and lightweight articulated 
cars provide unusually attractive service 
and show substantial economies. Just how 
much per pound it is worth to reduce 
weight of train has not yet been proved, 
but that is capable of approximate deter- 
mination by tests. 

The construction of very light passenger 
trains propelled by Diesel electric power 
has been made practical only within the 
last two years. The success of the Burling- 
ton Zephyr and similar trains is significant 
in the possibilities they hold for increasing 
passenger revenue and reducing passenger- 
train cost, but more important is what they 
symbolize in the way of new methods and 
materials to be used in the construction 
of the future. New conceptions of the re- 
lationship of weight and bulk to strength 
of materials will affect the design of freight 
and passenger cars, as well as locomotives. 

A return of the railways to extensive 
purchases for improvement of their plants 
would mean much in the stimulation of the 
durable-goods industries. The advantages 
of lightweight construction in freight and 
passenger cars and of new motive power, 
both steam and Diesel, go far to justify 
undertaking such a program. The better 
the new cars and locomotives are, the more 
quickly -should they be procured and the 
more of them. 
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The outstanding factor in transportation 
today-is that within the last 15 years there 
has been created in this country a giant 
rival of the railways, consisting of 920,000 
miles of improved roads, upon which are 
being operated some 24,000,000 motor ve- 
hicles, 

The great convenience and new oppor- 
tunities for pleasure which the modern high- 
way vehicle affords to the average family 
of course account for its universal use. It 
has completely changed the _ recreational 
habits of most of the people and has pro- 
foundly affected our civilization. The rail- 
ways too have been affected, and it is but 
natural that so far as possible they should 
adopt the features which have been used 
by their rivals so successfully. 

This is changing the tempo of railway 
transportation, and that, perhaps, may be 
the most important influence of the new 
lightweight trains. Named for the west 
wind of springtime promise, the Zephyr 
may usher in a revival of business and 
an era of new progress in railroading,

Horner was to leave for 
Washington today in an effort to 
avert the closing of Downstate re- 
lief stations, ordered for Tuesday. 

The closing would affect more 
than 600,000 persons, now dependent 
on relief organizations in 101 coun- 
hies, 

The crisis was postponed for the 
nearly 600.000 relief clients in Cook 
County when the County’ Board 
vesterday agreed to authorize the 
sale of $1,200,000 in poor _ relief 
honds. This amount will supply 
emergency food and medical needs 
for not more than 10 days. 

The Illinois emergency relief 
commission voted last night to 
serve immediate notice on its 4300 
Downstate emploves, effective April 
30. This would close the stations. 

After a long meeting last night 
hetween the Relief Commission and 
(,0v. Horner, the Governor appealed 
for a mobilization of private funds 
and communities to meet the crisis. | 

“There are approximately 1200 
men, women and children in Illt- 
nois who are face to face with star- 
vation,” said the Governor. “We in 
Illinois*cannot let these people suf- 
fer. I urge the communities of Ilh 
nois to accept the obligation of 
caring for these dependents during 
this emergency through the mobili- 
zation of private funds wherever 
they are needed.” 

Gov. Horner will confer in Wash- 
ington with Harry L. Hopkins, Fed- 
eral Relief Administrator. The I)li- 
nois situation was precipitated by 
the refusal of the Federal adminis- 
tration,to allocate further funds to 
Illinois until the State Assembly ap- 
propriated $3,000,000 a month tow- 
ard caring for the State's needy. 

The State Legislature has cast 
aside all relief money bills, includ- 
ing one to raise the State sales tax 
from 2 to 3 per cent. It will meet 
again Wednesday, one day after the 
scheduled closing of the relief sta- 
tions.
